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19. The assembly of claim 15 wherein said light source is 
a fiber optic. 

20. The assembly of claim 15 wherein said light diffuser 
is made of plastic. 

21. llie as.sembly of claim 15 wherein said diffuser 5 
includes surfaces for reflecting the light received from said 
light source toward said light structuring aperture. 

22. The assembly of claim 15, and further comprising first 
and second aperture blocks having spaced, facing surfaces 
defining said light structuring aperture. 
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23. The assembly of claim 22, wherein said facing sur- 
faces are textured. 

24. The assembly of claim 22 wherein said spacing 
between said facing .surfaces i% conliniioiisly adjustable. 

25. The assembly of claim 22 wherein said light struc- 
turing aperture has an aperture angle between about and 
50°. '
